INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 24.—The senate 
chamber was carefully guarded this 
moming by a force of doorkeepers. 
Even members of that body had diffi- 
culty in effecting an entrance. 
There 
was a tremendous crowd in the lobbies 
and much feeling. 


At 9 o'clock Green Smith rapped the 
senate to order, whereupon 
Colonel 
Bobertson, who had been admitted to 
the floor, started toward the chair. 
He 
was met on the steps by the assistant 
doorkeeper, who told him be could not 
come up. 
The colonel replied he was 
presiding officer of the senate and must 
take his seat. 
He stepped 
forward, 
when the doorkeeper repelled him to 
the foot of the stairs. 
Thereupon he 
stood in front of the clerk's desk and 
stated that he had been elected lieu- 
tenant governor of the state, and by 
the constitution was the presiding officer 
of the senate and demanded his seat. 


F50I.0NBIJ BOBERTSON EXPELIIED. 


A point of order was raised that none 
but members of the senate could take 
up the time of tlie body, which Mr. 
Smith sustained 
and called upon the 
doorkeeper to remove him from the 
chamber. 
The 
doorkeeper 
reached 
Bobertson, took him by the arm and the 
two walked out of the main door. 


When the crowd saw Robertson come 
out there was great excitement. 
He 
mounted the steps and made a speech, 
reciting what had 
transpired in the 
chamber and cautioned the people to do 
nothing that would infringe the peace 
or dignity of the state or they would re- 
gret it in cooler moments. 


This ended the trouble and Colonel 
Bobertson passed out into the house, 
which body had not yet met. 


PRBE FIGHT IN THE SENATE. 


During the excitement about the sen- 
ate door three senators attempted to en- 
ter and had a difficulty with Senator 
Johnson, of Wayne, who denounced the 
dootkeepers, emd during the melee a 
number of persons from the inside ap- 
proached the door. 
Among them was 
Senator McDonald, of Allen and Whit- 
ley, who put up his hands. 
Mr. John- 
son interpreted it as an attempt to thrust 
him back, and struck the senator on the 
face. Senator DeMotte was ordered in- 
to his seat, and when the sergeant got to 
him he threw him to the floor. 


SENATORS LOOKED IN—HOUSE ACTION. 
Several senators tried to follow Bob- 
ertson out of the chamber but were not 
permitted to leave. 
They sat quietly 
in the rear of the chamber, taking no 
partiln the proceedings.

Legislative Proceedings. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 2 4 . — A s was brief- 
ly stated in these dispatches yesterday, 
the supreme court handed down its ver- 
dict in the Smith-Bobertson case. 
The 
decision of Judge Ayres, of the circuit 
court, granting an injunction to restrain 
Lieutenant Governor-elect 
Bobertson 
from interfering with Green 
Smith, 
president pro tem. of the senate, from 
exercising the functions of presiding 
officer, is reversed. 
The court concurs 
unanimously in the view that there is 
no jurisdiction ever the person of lieu- 
tenant governor. 
Judges Elliot, Zollars 
and Niblack held that the general as- 
sembly alone, and not the court has 
jurisdiction; and Judges Mitchell and 
Howk held that there is no vacancy in 
the lieutenant governorship, and that 
the court has jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject matter. 


In effect, therefore, the court throws 
the entire matter back into the hands of 
the legislature. 
Colonel Bobertson will 
claim the lieutenant governorship and 
Mr. Smith will resist until the assembly 
acts. 
Becently Mr. Smith said he would 
accept the verdict of the court if it de 
cided the main issue, but if it held that 
there was no jurisdiction, he would in- 
sist upon exercising the rights of lieu- 
tenant governor. 
Colonel Bobertson re- 
cently said that there would be chaos if 
the democracy offered any further ob- 
struction if the court should pass upon 
the case favorably to his claims. A fresh 
outbreak of the distracting scenes of the 
earlier part of the session may be antic- 
ipated. It is supposed that the decision 
will effect materially 
the legislation 
which has been enacted, for presumably 
in effect, it means that the senate has 
not been properly organized. 
It is un- 
derstood that Colonel Bobertson will de- 
mand that Green Smith at once vacate 
the presidency of the senate, but yester- 
day afternoon he said that he had not 
yet decided upon a course of action. The 
constitution (sec. 6, art. 5) gives the 
following authority for action by the as- 
sembly on the contest. 


Contested elections for governor or 
lieutenant governor shall be determined 
by the general assembly in such manner 
as may be prescribed by law. 


The republicans held a caucus last 
night at which it was decided that Mr. 
Bobertson should to-morrow appear in 
the senate and assert and maintain his 
right to preside over the deliberations 
of that body. 
The democrats also can 
cussed but nothing was learned of their 
intention beyond a statement that the 
senate would meet as usual, take up the 
regular order of business and await de- 
velopments. 


LKGISLATIVE PBOOBBDINOS. 


Among other committee reports pre 
sented was one recommending the pas 
sage of a bill to allow all cities of 29,000 
population and over to adopt the metro- 
politan police system. 


Mr. McDonald, from the committee 
on free conference on the disagreements 
between the two houses, reported a rec- 
ommendation that the senate agree to 
the house amendments to the senate bill 
for the organization of a home for feeble 
minded children at Fort Wayne and 
that the house recede from its cottage 
plan for buildings and that the sum ap- 
propriated be $50,000 for grounds and 
buildings. 
The report was concurred 
in, 


Mr. Johnson entered a motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the senate 
passed the bill to provide for the taxa- 
tion of building and loan associations. 


The chair announced the order to be 
the consideration of the prison manage- 
ment bill, introduced two days ago, the 
question being on the motion to make it 
a special order for to morrow. 
Mr. 
Campbell' moved to recommit the bill 
with instructions. 
The motion was re- 
jected by yeas thirteen, nays thirty-one. 
The motion to postpone was also rejected 
by yeas eleven, nays thirty-one. 


Mr. Campbell moved to amend 
the 
bill by making the board non-partisan, 
to consist of two members from each of 
the principal political parties. 
The bill 
was read the second time. 


The Beynolds temperance bill, which 
passed the house several days ago, has 
been sent back by the senate, on ac 
count of certain scratches and erasures 
in it, which were made in engrossing 
With no intention however of impairing 
the bill 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Further dispatches 
conoeming the earthquakes in Southern 
Europe state that although there has 
been no further shocks, at Nice the 
panic has not yet subsided. 
Fugitives 
are fleeing in 
every direction. 
The 
people are 
afraid 
to re-enter their 
houses and hotels. 
Last evening the 
heights back of the city were crowded 
with refugees. Two thousand English, 
American and Bussian 
visitors were 
camped out during the night on the ele- 
vated ground. 
Six thousand persons 
have left the city and started for Paris. 
A son of Mr. Albert M. Hatheway, the 
American consul at Nice, was seriously 
injured. 
There have been no further 
disturbances at Monte Carlo. The place 
is filled with thousands of refugees from 
Cannes, Nice, Mentone and San Bemo. 


BOMB, Feb. 24.~The most startling 
news comes from the Geneose river. 
Over 1.500 peeple were killed in that 
district. 
At the village of Bannardo, 
situated on the top of a hill, a number 
of the inhabitants took refuge in a 
church when the shocks were first felt. 
A subsequent and greater shock demol- 
ished the church and 300 of the people 
who were in it were killed. 
The de- 
struction of property in the sections of 
Italy visited by the earthquake was im- 
mense and widespread. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Another shock was 
felt at Mentone to-day. 
No one was in- 
jured. 
In yesterday's shocks in some 
cases villages built on the m o u n t s 
sides were toppled into the valleys. 
Three railway trains have been dis- 
patched with food for the sufferers. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Further details 
from the Biviera increase the dimensions 
of the disaster. 
At Cervo, near Diano- 
Marianna, 300 persons were killed ^ y 
being buried in the ruins of falling 
buildings. 
Bailway traffic is suspended 
beyond Savonia. 


PARIS, 4 p. m.—A renewal of the 
earthquake shocks has occurred in the 
southern section of France. 
A terrible 
disaster is momentarily expected. 
Nice 
and Mentone are half deserted. 


BEBLIN, Feb. 24.—The socialists fail- 
ure in Alsace-Lorraine is noteworthy. 
Their best man at Mulhouse only polled 
410 votes. 


VtBNNA, Feb. 24.—The reichsrath has 
passed extra military credit for equiping 
the Lansturm. 
The vote was unan- 
imous,

He stayed with them for forty-eight 
hours, when a relief party found him, 
almost dead and only a few hundred 
sheep left. The herder had to have his 
fingers and toes amputated. 
Several 
lives were lost in the Cour'd Alene coun- 
try. 
Beports from Fort Benton show a 
deplorable state of affairs. Coal is $50 
a ton, coal-oil $5 for a three gallon can, 
flour $10 per sack, potatoes can not be 
had, and green cut poles sell readily for 
$12 to $15 per cord.

thirty years as the present one.

was one then when the snow lay on the 
boitoms and in the coulees five feet 
deep.

A VERY interesting communication to 
the Medical 
News 
ha.s been made by 
Dr. F. Peyre Porcher, of Charleston, 
on the influence of the recent earth- 
quakes in that city upon the health of 
the inhabitants. 
In addition to the 
natural alarm and fright which were 
quite nnivorsal, some persons were at- 
tacked with nausea and vomiting, Avhich 
recurred or persisted in several cases 
for days. 
Two gentlemen on the 
islands eighty miles from Charleston 
had their eyes filled with tears not to 
be repressed, but not caused by alarm, 
or fears for their personal safety, for 
the danger there was not imminent. 
Many persons experienced decidedly 
electrical disturbances, which were re- 
peated npon the successive recurrence 
of the shocks. 
These were generally 
tingling, 
pricking 
sensations, 
like 
''needles and pins" afifecting the lower 
extremities. 
One gentleman was com- 
pletely relieved of his rheumatism: an- 
other, who for months was nervous, 
depressed, and entirely unable to at- ; 
tend to business, regained his former 
activity and energy. 
Several cases of 
mental disturbance, owing to anxiety 
and prolonged loss of rest, some of them 
persistent, 
occurred 
among 
Dr, 
Porcher*« patients. 


JOHN BAtsxr, of Sierra C5ity, killed 
a bear as it was entering a cave.

This, too, when in 
throe-fourths of the departments the 
employes are paid weekly.

been to the few unscrupulous men who 
have been engaged in this business. In 
no case is the rate of interest charged 
less than 5 per cent, a month, and in 
some cases it amounts to 120 per cent, 
a vear.
